GIVES NAMES IN FULL 


Charges Harry Knox With 


the Instigation. 


THE A. R.U. WAS INVOLVED 


Worden Insists That He Was 


Innocent of Tearing Up the 
Tracks and That He Was 


Threatened With Death at 
the 
Time — The Principal 


Criminals Spirited Away. 


SAX FRAN-CISCO, February 8.—Salrsr 


D. Worden, convicted of wrecking a 
mail train bearing a guard of United 
States eoldiors near Sacramento during 
the great railroad strike in 1894, and in 
whose behalf the supreme court cf the 
United States declined to take favorable 
action on his plea for a new trial, has 
confessed his crime to Governor Budd 
with a viow to receiving a commutation 


of the death sentence from the execu- 
tive of tbe state. 


Wordeu'a confession covers 3700 words 


and gives the full details of the crime, 
telling that he with several others had 
been ordered by a committee of strikers 
to remove the rails near the Yolo bridge 
for the purpose of wrecking the train 
carrying the troops. He gives the names 
of hie accomplices and makes known 
many details of the work of'the strikers 
heretofore unknown to the gsneral pub- 
lic. 


Ex-President Cleveland 
interested 


himself in Warden's behalf out of sym- 
pathy for the mother of the condemned 
man, and Governor Budd determined to 
probe tbe matter to the bottom before 
deciding the case, with the renulfc that 
Worden made the confession in the pres- 
ence of the Governor, Warden Anil of 
the Folaom penitentiary and a stenog- 
rapher. 


The confession, which is a long, ram- 


bling document is in Worden's own 
handwriting 1m signature being wit* 
ceased by Warden Aull of the Folaom 
prison, who filed the document with 
Governor Budd today. Worden was in- 
duced to make the confession by the en- 
treaties of hia relatives, aided by the 
*dvice of tbe prison warden. The letter 
declares that tho confession was volun- 
tarily made, without hope of reward or 
mitigation of hia sentence, but it is said 
that Worden had reason to believe the 
death penalty wonld not he imposed if 
hia lips were unsealed. 


Worden throws tbe blame for the 


batching of the train-wrecking plot on 
Harry Knox, chairman of the grievance 
committee of the Sacramento 
lodge, 


American Railway Union, who, be saya, 
gave him all his instructions and de- 
coyed him into accompanying the gang 
of wreckers to the Yolo bridge. He 
also charges complicity in tbe plot to 
Mullin and Compton, the other mem- 
bers ot'tbo committee, who with Knox 
managed the strike on the Sacramento 
division of the Southern Pacific. 


\Vorden's atory is that Knoi in- 


structed him, aa a member of the A, R. 
U., to procure a team to convey eight 
meu to Davisville, saying that Tom 
Kelly, a striker, would accompany him 
and knew all about it. At the same 
time Knox gave AVorden an order on a 
Sacramento livery stable for the team, 


Worden procured thia conveyance and 


a youth drove them oat of Sacramento. 
In the wagon, besides Worden and the 
driver, who waa merely a livery stable 
employe, were Tom Kelly, James Dunn, 
Hatch, Apple-nan, Wheeler, Barrettaud 
a brakemau whose name Worden can- 
not recall. He wag not positive Barrett 
was in the party, but thinks he went 
with the others. 


Worden declares that all were armed 


except 
himself. Hatch directed the 


driver to take a side road leading to the 
railroad track. Arriving at the track, 
all alighted, and Worden says his first 
aospicions were aroused. The confes- 
sion goes on: 


"What are yon going to do?" I asked. 
"To take up the rails," they aaid. 
"I stopped still and said I would have 


nothing to do with it. All surrounded 
me and Appleman swore he would kill 
me then and there. They put thftir re- 
volvera to my head and aaid the same 
and made me swear I would be silent. 
Appleman said I ought to be killed any- 
way, I begged for my life else I believe 
they would have killed me." 


"Appleman guarded me with a rifle, 


while tbe others went on 400 yards to- 


Kelly went to work at the track with a 
big wrench and a bandbar. Barrett and 
the brakoman were at work close to 
them. Wheeler went across the trestle. 
I could not see what he was doing. In 
a few minutes Kelly hollered'All rieht.' 
Then the men came back and we eot in 
the wagon. I took no part in the wreck- 
ing, being held a prisoner by 'Appleman 
all the time. 


"After we got to the main road we 


heard a loud noise and Barrett said 
'There she goes.' 


"The. package of dynamite which waa 


found in tbe wagon I never, eaw. On 
returning 
to Sacramento 1 left the 


wagon and walked directly to the A.R. 
U, headquarters. I went to sleep there 
aud was awakened by Knox when he 
came in with others, amom* them I 
think 
was Treaeurer Parker. Knox 


asked me if I had gone with tbe team, 
and I accused him of using me. I ac- 
insed Knox, Mullin and Compton of 
knowing what was going to be done, 
and they did not deny it, but said I 
mast have known as well. Knox said 
there was nothing to connect me with 
the work done on tho track hut the boy 
driver, but that was bad. 


After my arrest for the murder of 


Engineer Clark in that wrcrsfc Harry 
Knox, who was in the same cell, tcld 
me that Kelly and Dunn had been fur- 
nished money to go away by the com- 
mittee, which had also said for a horse 
and saddle on which Apploman es- 
caped. Hatch, (Jotnpton, Mnllin and

brakeman." 


"No trouble arose until tbe close of 


,he examination, when Hatch accused 
me of preventing him from getting bail 
and beat me, and both Hatch and Ap- 
pleman made my life almost a hell. 
?hey claimed I was talking and making 
confessions nntil General Hart cent me 
word that he could not act for me. I 
was in bad shape and my knowledge of 
he tragedy made it worse and it looked 
o mo as if I waa to be the victim, which 
ubsequent events proved correct. Of 
all the admissions and confessions I am

Zola Mobbed and Nearly 


Lynched. 


A Witness Goes Into Hysterics. 


Court Proceedings Rendered 


Inaudible by Shouts. 


PARIS, February R.—When the conrt 


opeued for the Kola trial today there waa 
a terrific struggle to enter, people fight- 
ing their way with blows and kicka to- 
ward the court roam. 


The entrance of M, Zal» was the signal 


for an outburst, dtuing which the few 
cries of "vive Kola" were drowned by 
'a bas r/.ola." When the judye entered 
the scene was so tumultuous that he di- 
rected the municipal guards to force the 
crowds from the doora and to remove 
such people from the overcrowded halls. 


The court decided that tbe witnesses 


alleged to be ill should be visited by a 
doctor, and if found able to appear they 
should he resummoned. 


Madame Dreyfus was the first witness. 


She wag dressed in black and waa much 
distressed. M. 
Laborie 
asked 
her 


whether sho could say under what .cir- 
cumatancea ahe waa informed by Ma^jor 
Paty dn Clam in 1894 of her husband's 
arrest. The judge declined to put the 
question. 


M. Zola here arose and cried: "I de- 


sire ttiu same treatment as the assassin 
or thief, They have always the right to 
defend themselves, but I am deprived 
of this. 1 am mocked and insulted ia 
:.be streets and the obscene press drags 
me in the mud. You can see, gentle- 
men, the position I am in. I wish to 
aave my witnesses heard, bat I am pre- 
vented." 


But do you not know the law?" the 


Judge asked. 


"No, I don't know, and don't want 


to know," was Zola'a reply. 


This scene caused great excitement 


among the spectators. 


M. liaborie demanded that the ques- 


iiooa be put. The Judge answered: "I 
will enter your protest if you deaire, but 
will not put the questions which are 
ioreign to the indictment in order f} 
secure a revision of tbe Dreyfus case 
which has already baen determined." 


M. Laborie exclaimed "In the pres- 


ence of the obstruction placed in our 
way—" (Cries of "no, no, quite right I"). 
'1 have the honor to ask ffhat means 
we ehould employ." 


"That does not concern me," answered 


the Judge, whereat there waa laughter. 


AI. Laborie then proposed to submit a 


iat of questions, leaving the court to 
indicate which of thorn might be put, 
and the session waa Buapnnded in order 
chat the questions be drawn up. 


During the interval tbe noiae in the 


court waa deafening* Every one dis- 
cuaed the case at the top of his or her 
voice, with such intensity of excitement 
that the faces of the disputants were 
distorted. 


In the meanwhile Mme. Dreyfus re* 


tired to the witness room, were she was 
seized with a violent fit of hysterics. 


M. dc Castro, a banker, waa then ex- 


amined. He declare^ he recognized the 
identity of the handwriting of Major 
Eaterhazy and that of the writer of tbe 
Borderau. Tbe witness revealed this 
discovery to Mathien Dreyfua, and, he 
added, he had since received a no Tiber 
of threatening letters. 


The conrt then roae amid great ex- 


citement and shouts for and against M. 
Zola. 


On leaving the witness box M. Caui- 


mir-Perier received a great ovation. 


There was a big crowd outside tbe 


lower court and after tbe people were 
leaving the building a man cried: "Vive 
Zola, down with France;" He was im- 
mediately arreated. 


A 
tremendous 
rush followed. M. 


Zola, on emerging ftom the Jury door, 
was recognized and obliged to return 
and seek refuge in the robing rooms, 
tbe doors of which were then locked. 
Tbe crowd remained outside, yelling 
"Oonaonez Zola," etc., led by a nnmber 
of young barristers in their robes, who 
roughly handled M. Zola'e sympathiz- 
ers, until a detachment of republican 
guards cleared the court yard. There 
waa an immense clamor and shouts of 
"Down with Zola," "Long live Zola" 
and "Death to Zola." 


The novelist had difficulty in keeping 


bio feet amid the surging crowd. 


In the meantime the police, miann- 


derstanding their orders, closed 
the 


gates and M. Zola thus found himself in- 
side the courtyard, surrounded by a 
howling, threatening raob. The police 
were powerless and for a moment it 
looked as though he would be lynched 
with tbe friends who formed his body 
guard. 


Ilia friends rallied around him and 


eventually the gates were reopened aud 
tbe police, having been reinforced, es- 
corted M. Zola to tho street while the 
majority ol the mob was confined in the 
court yard, shrieking threats against the 
novelist, who eventually entered a cab 
and drove quickly afay. The women 
in the crowd were especially violent. 
A man who cheered for Zola was set 
npon by a mob who hustled him to tho , 
St. Michael bridge, where they tried to 
throw him into the river Seine, but the 
police were informed in the nick of 
time and saved him. 


The crowd remained in the conrt yard : 


and greeted M. Rochefort'a exit with 
great cries of "Vive L'Arme" and "Vive 
la France." They were eventually dis- 
persed.

Spain Asked to Recall Her Blun- 


dering Representative—His 


Resignation Tendered. 


WASHINGTON*, February 9.—Tho pnbli 


cation in tho morning newspapers 01 
what is supposed to be an autograph 
latter written by Senor Da Lome, the 
Spanish minister, to hia friend Cannle- 
ias, criticizing the President with the 
utmost freedom, caused a seneatioi 
Official Washington, and aeon will be 
followed by Minister Ds Lome'a depart- 
ure from the United States. 


At the outset there was a diapoait 


to question the authenticity of tbo let- 
ter, but aa bit by bit the circumstantial 
evidence accumulated, until it 
wag 


finally announced 
officially that the 


minister declined to deny the authentic- 
ity of the letter, all doubt waa dissi- 
pated and tbe only question that re- 
mallied was as to the line of action to 
be pursued by our government toward 
the offending mlnieter. 


The writing of this letter is uiques- 


tionably an offense against the amenities 
of diplomatic relations and such offenses 
have almost invariably been regarded 
in the United States, as in other coun- 
tries, BB aufflciont ground forthetermin- 
atinn of the otficial status of the letter 
writer. 


As eoon ae the letter appeared in the 


preee tbe state department officials be- 
gan an effort to settle its Authenticity 
and when it had learned till that could 
be developed on tbia point and had been 
told that the minister himself refused 
to-deny writing it tho consideration of 
the nest step began. Assistant Secre- 
tary Day waa in consultation with the 
President on the eubject at least four 
times daring tho official day, and then 
spent mnch time in framing hia message 
to United States Minister Woodford at 
Madrid. 


Tho official statement of the sending 


of this message was accompanied by a 
declination to indicate its contents at 
this time, tbe department merely giving 
to the preea tha following etatem'ont: 


"Minister de Lome does not deny 


wilting the letter. Thia department 
baa communicated with General Wood- 
ford on the subject. Until that commu- 
nication reaches the Spanish govern- 
ment it would be improper to in any 
manner state the contents of the mes- 
sage to General Woodford." 


While the department refused to add 


to this meagre announcement it can be 
stated without question that Mr. Wood- 
ford was directed EO jay the facts de- 
veloped before the Spanish government, 
together with the statementthat in view 
of the Minister's refusal to deny the au- 
thorship of the letter the Spanish gov- 
ernment is looked to with confidence to 
deal with the case properly. 


This amounts to an invitation to re- 


call the minister, presuming that ho 
himself has not already taken steps to 
vacate his position, JSo doubt is enter- 
tained of a compliance with the implied 
Biiggestion, but in case there should be 
undue delay in acting the state depart- 
ment would feel called upon to move 
directly ia the matter and givu the min- 
ister hia passports, as waa done with 
Sir Julian 
Pauncefote's predecessor, 


who wrote tbe celebrated Murchiaon 
letter.

"If it ia true," said Senator Foraker, 


also a member of the foreign relations 
committee, "Mr. Da Lome ought to be 
given his passports immediately." 


Senator Spooner: -"If true, it ia a 


gross attack and moat astounding, but I 
cannot diecuss it in view of the doubt of 
its genuineness." 


Senator Hawley: "It ia a matter for 


tbe state department to deal with and 
goes not for the present in thu domain 
of congress. 1 have no doubt that it 
will be properly handled by the depart- 
ment." 


Senator Stewart: 
''The sentiment 


expressed is in line with Spain's policy 
and disposition. We do everything to 
conciliate the Spaniards; they reciprc- 
cate by despising us."

ontracting firms in this harbor. 
The work to be done, as called for in 
he specifications, is the building of a 
etty or breakwater. Tbe contractors 
ere allowed the privilege of famishing 
leirowu material procured from an' 
onrce they saw fit, or of bidding on rocL 
o be taken from the Ban Otamente 
aarry, & government reservation. 
Most of the bida included both propo* 
itions, it being noticeable that In each 
natanca there waa quite a marked re* 
action where the rack was to be taken 
rom the San. Glemeute quarry. One or 
wo of tbe contractors bid only on the 
an Clements quarry; others preferred 
o furnish their own material. 
It is generally supposed in this iu- 
:ance that, following the usual ccstom, 
he contract will be let to the lowest 
idder. However, the final disposition

Now, while many, at least, are aa yet 
alivo anrely they cannot live entombed 
all summer, and if they do they can't 
damage the vines whilo underground: 
eo we propose plowing all we can under, 
then irrigatinc the land, hoping to settle 
the ground suUicientiy upon them eo as 
to prevent them kicking their way out. 


"Mr. Rose's application of the cyanide 


of potassium certaiuly almost instantly 
tilled them. Such 
as we gathered 


deeply buried beneath tbo dead leaves 
and bottled, remain after three days 
'perfectly dead.' If this gaa is not dam- 
aging to the foliage it will surely erter- 
minatnor rp-luco within safe numbsrs 
this atrocious peat.

But in catting tha estimates to 
$4,000,000 the Ronsa committee went to 
the other extreme. 
Taking into ac- 


count the great extent of our coast line 
and the number of large harbors in the 
United States, this amount will do no 
more than buy a few guna and make 
Borne repairs on what fortifications have 
already been erected. 


While the question of economy should 


undoubtedly receive consideration, our 
international relations are not of such a 
character at present ae to make it eafe 
for congress to follow a parsimonious 
policy with regard to our national de 
Fenses. W« are in a much better condi- 
tion to repel appression now than we 
were eome yeara ago. but it will require 
a considerable strengthening 
of our 


navy, coast defenses and army to enable 
ne to emerge with honor from a struggle 
with a power of the first-class. Let more 


i-nriomy be practiced in other directions 
nA hi congress ba more liberal with 
the navy and army. Thoao who stand 
in the way of the rapid improvement ol 
the country's defenses may have a bit- 
ter responsibility to hear some day.

plant on tho Mokolumne river over a 
polft line now about completed from the 
plant toward theKawbule mine.

A vote of thanke waa 
tendered to the committee for UB hard 
and successful work,and upon the sugges- 
tion of Dr. Pedlar tho report will be au- 
dited by committees from the Chamber 
of Commerce and tho Hundred Thous- 
and Club. The report ia aa followa:

"Gentlemen:—We, your joint com- 


mittee of ten, to whom you delegated 
the responsibility of conducting Freann 
county's co-operation with the

mitour report: 


"Immediately after the joint commit- 


tee WBB duly organized and the work, aa 
far aa it could be determined, WHO al- 
lotted to sub-commitleea who zealously 
discharged tbeir duties. 


"TheSelection of a route tbrooRh tbe 


county, and passing through our city, 
acceptable to tbe railway company and 
within our financial reach, waa our firac 
duty.

the company's standpoint. The line 
through tho c.ty should carry with it 
ample nnd convenient depot ground?, 
ycrds antl i-iundhoueo site; and the eu- 
tirnriichtof way thua described waa to 
b3 a free gift to the company. 


"Thu company expressed n wish for

"A eiitj-ioaimittee to investigate feasi- 


ble routes through the western parts of 
thecit\T »&d aeimiltir commit tor *o '.vork 
eaat of the Southern Pacific Coiu]isny:e 
reservation were appointed. 


"jSimniwaeouBly a finrraco committee 


began solicitiaj; funds witli which to pay 
for tbe ri^ht oi way ivlieu it should be 
Btilected, ElTorts wero aisule to secure 
right of way through Bolmpnt, Hill'a, 
Fislier'e i=.nt! Hfld?e.ll'e additions, with a 
view to locating tbe main depot at n 
cruastcg of Fresno nnd T streeta. A 
route t'.iroush Bartlott Hoighta, Orchard 
Hill and Windsor Terrace waa thor- 
oughly considered, requiriEg.much time 
end correspondence with nou-resident 
properly owners. Front or H street was 
also examined an to ita feasibility, some 
abutting property waa bonded and a line 
run through it by tbe company'e engl- 
neor'a corps. 


"An eiaminfition waa also carefully 


made of a route through the northern 
part of the city near to and parallel with 
Sylvia street. 


'Theaub-committeB for the weat Bide 


thoroughly investigated tbat section and 
reported e'ither D or E atreetB as a route 
through tbo city, the depot to be located 
where theline would cross Freeno street. 


"So much Freano property ia owned 


by non-reaidenta and these non-reai- 
dente are so scattered over the world, 
that necessary correspondence became 
voluminous and vesatiously tedious.

year. 
The 
obstacle 


icn was that the city could not afford 
buy a tract of land aa a site. It waa 


opeJ that a piece of laud would be 
onated, and Mr. Reeding finally offered 
small strip and afterwards made the 
resent offer of nearly 200 acres, upon 
ouditions which are well known. The 
weaker thought that the imposing of 
loso conditiona, involving the expund- 
ute of $5000 a year for live years, waa 
nly fair and natural. 
Mr. Gundelnnger said that the posi- 


inn of the City Trustees was uncertain 
Q the proposition and he thought that 
ie Chamber of Commerce should take 
stand on tbe project, the one way or 
ia other, which would reflect to a cor- 
ain extent the sentiment of the citizens 
n the matter. The park proposition 
waa the child of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, he said, and he did not think

The Parlor Lecture Club n.et yester-

County 8uperinten<)ent of 


ichoole Kirk was the speaker of the 
fternocn, and he was cordially wel- 
omed by Mrs. Binghiim, Chairman ol 
tie department of education. 
Mr. Kirk responded to the iutroduc- 


ory words by thanking the club for ita 
nvitation, adding that he regretted 
e could not give hia paper more time 
n its preparation, but be had been eo 
usy with the many school petitions 
hat it waa impossible for him to have 
evoted more time to it. 
The Superintendent remarked that it 
eeuiB to have but recently dawned 
pon the minds of the people that not- 


withstanding the wonderful power, in- 


ueuce and force that the schools have, 


>y fall abort in accomplishing the 


real euda of education. The moral, 
ntelleutual and social life of the peo- 
le has not been improved to a degree 
orres pon dine with tbeir material and 
nsiness advancement. 
"Tn tho opinion of moat people," con- 
!uued tbe speaker, "education lias been 
earned a thing to be obtained, aa we 
btain a farm or a mine; in a measure 
ometliinp to be bought and paid for, to 
e possessed aud kept as a tangible 
Liing ia secured and kept. In the truest 
id bsst sense education is not only a 
reparation for life, it is ft very part of 
iff. 


I think that wo may safely cbarge 


iRta majority of fathers and mothers, 
ven in our moat enlightened communt- 
iee, look bolely to tho schools and the 
jacnLTB to educate their children. They 
nrrender this work to thoao school 
aencies and permit their own time and 
.lought to bo wholly engrossed with 
usineflB affair*, or, if from inherited 
'ealth tbey ilonot need to liibor or en- 
ago in business, they take their ea?e or 
wear but in keeping up with the foibles 
ud fashions of eociety," 
Mr. Kirk stated that there was neod 
f outside co-operation with tho teach- 


in the work of education, and a pc 


ont influence in tbat direction is the 
woman's 
clubs movement. Another 


actor io the university extension movo- 
iieiit, he aaid. The speaker dnvotad a 
sw words to womau'a clubs, remarking 
bat no longer were they purely social 
rgfinizations, and ho complimented the 
?arlor Lecture Club in devoting one of 
t9 departments to .education. 


In concluaion the speaker gave hia 
iewa aa to the manner in which out- 
ide educational forces can aid those 
cho are actively engaged in the work of 
caching. The first was to mould public 
pinion into correct educational views, 
"here waa no great progress or stability 
u any cause or measure tbat IB not BUS- 
ained by public opinion. In this con- 
nection the 
County 
Superintendent 


deprecated the tto frequent change of 
eacbeis. He said: "We bava need of 
stronger public sentiment againet the 
oo frequent change of teachers in our 
chools. The tenure of position should 
tot be for life or during good behavior, 
lowever, as then the stimulus for pru- 
;reea to a groat extent is withdrawn. A 
entiment should ba cultivated in every 
jornmunity BO as to make it decidedly 
unpopular" for school boards to change 
eachera except for manifeatly good and 
mflicient rnanonp. 
"Second, public sentiment and opin- 
on require moulding in favor ol secur- 
ng teachers for our schools wholly and 
olely on merit, and entirely regardless 
jf kiuahip, friendship and local prejii- 
lii.e, or any other consideration except 
qualification of tho bighoat order. We 
cannot afford to employ aecond-rato 
home lalent in preference to firot-rate 
ability fouad abroad. When it comes to 
hoosing between teacheraof equal merit, 
>y nil means let UB give tho homo candi- 
late the preference, but merit should 
L~ the first consideration. 


'Third, we wouldinviteyourinfluence 


o flRctire greater efficiency on the part 
if school boards. This is particularly 
jeEded in the rural dist.ncta. It occurs 
o mo tbat lack of due appreciation of 
duties to be performed and negligence 
n the performance of these dntiaa that 
are appreciated and understood ou, the 
tart of school trusties, constitute the 
fflakest part in our public school Bye- 
em. It is greatly to be regretted that 
here ia no provision iu our echoollaw 
or at least an annual convention of 
marda of echool trustees." 


At the conclusion of the rending of 


he paper, Mr. Kirk volunteered to 
answer any questions that might ba 


sked by tbe ladies of tbe club, and a 
profitable half hour wan spent in the 
discussion of different phases of the sub* 
ect.

ha Board of Supervisors yesterday 


afternoon took action on the different 
echocl district petitions, and with a 
single exception acted ia accordance 
with tbe recommendation of County 
Superintendent of Schools Kirk. The 
board ignored Mr. Kirk's recommenda- 
tion against the establishment of Herm- 
inghonee district, and formed it by 
unanimous vote. Mr. Khk stated after- 


•ard that the board would find that it 


hnd made a mistake, aa Urn district ex- 
tends from tho Collis branch of the 
Southern Pacific railroad on the south 
to the San Joaqum river on the north, 
and weat to Fresno slough. It is n;arly 
fifteen miles in length, and is sparsely 
settled. The district has petitioned a 
number of times, hut each time Mr. 
Kirk reported adversely on it. 


Tne Bowles district, to the formation 


of which so much opposition waa made, 
was established, but tho boundariee 
were chauged eo that nearly all parties 
were satisfied. Half a milo waa sliced 
off on the north; not more than half 
the uropoaed amount of territory was 
taken from Oleander district, and the 
strip which it waa proposed to take from 
Washington Colony was alao lessened. 


The action on the other districts waa 


in accordance to Mr. Kirk'a recommen- 
dation and was as follows: Arizona, de- 
nied; Millwood, granted; Eaat Fraano, 
granted; Converse Basin, denied; Mc- 
Mullin, denied; to unnex a portion of 
Belmont District to the city of Freano, 
denied; to change the boundary bbt ween 
Auberry valley and Millerton, granted; 
to chance the boundary between Amer- 
ican colony and Forrin, denied. 


The board in the afternoon took up 


the matter of requiring the union label 
to appear on county printing, aa peti- 
tioned for by the'Typojraphical Union, 
but the ordinance fiivjRested by the 
printers failed to carry. 


A committee of three from the union 


addressed the board, stating that their 
object was not to prevent any county 
printing going to the outside towns, hut 
waa to protect themselves and enable 
them to make a fairlivinc. The outaide 
papers could employ union labor and 
have an equal chance with the local pa- 
pers, bat now they have tbe advantage 
as they can afford to bid considerably 
cheaper aa they employ boys, girle and 
underpaid men who are nut members of 
the union. 


Supervisor Ward asked how tbe rates 


fixed for county printing suited the com- 
mittee, and while the prlntera had not 
examined them they believed that they 
were prepared on a union basis, and 
hence were satisfactory. 


Mr. Ward said he could not see that it 


would work au injustice upon any paper 
to require tbe uuiou label and he 
moved for the adoption of thsordiuance.

Spinney is Opposed to the 


Proposed Park. 


He Favors Several Small Parks 


Instead of a Large 


One. 


"I desire to be placed on record as not 


voting in favor of the proposed park for 
?resno," said Trustee Joseph Spinney 
aet evening to a RLI-UBUCAN reporter. 


Tbe statement waa made becaude tho 


Trustee felt that hie position had been 
wrongly stated in the newspapoi reports 
regarding the action of the board on the 
matter Monday evening. Tha Trustees 
at their meeting took a vote to deter- 
mine how the board stood ou tbe ques- 
;ion of accepting the donation by Messrs. 
Roeding aud Weihe oE land for a city 
mrk. Trustee Spinney did not vote on 
,ho matter, and in bis interview with a 
reporter last evening he said : 


"I did not think the vote laat night 


would amount to anything. It does not 
decide the question either way. I did 
not vote," continued the Trustee, as be 
gave the reporter one of those broad- 
zatipe smiles. "I went to sleep when it 
catne to taking the vote on the proposi 
tion." 


"Then yon are opposed to the park 


project?" queried the reporter. 


The Trustee, aa hia Democratic frienda 


have learned in tha past, is a natural 
diplomat, evasive and ever on the alert, 
and it was some time before he would 
explain his real position on the ques- 
tion, 


"I think the proposed park has sev- 


eral drawbacks. It is too far away from 
town, too large and would certainly be 
a greater burden than the people would 
he able to hear. Why, it would coat 
$20,000 tbe first year to fence the place, 
put up buildiugs and make any kind ol 
a showing 
towards improvinc the 


grounds. 


"People could not visit the park with- 


out securing a livery rig, and this would 
put it out of tbe reach of a great major- 
ity of onr citizens. Then tho $5000 a 
year that the city would be required to 
expend is too much to aak of tbe tar 
payers. 


"Another point agaiast this big park, 


which might be used as a means of over- 
burdening tbe city with debt, is the 
fact that it would be a source of corrup- 
tion in politics. The Trustees could 
keep a large force of men employed 
about election time and use their votes 
The floating population could be workec 
at the park and lodged in the city so 
that they would control the election i 
the contest were close, 


"I am in favor of several small parka. 


In the summer time the people nesd 
convenient, shady places where they 
may eo for recreation. The $5000 a 
year that would be scattered over the 
proposed big park could, be need in buy- 
ing blocks of land in the different parts 
of Freano. Four or five parks compris- 
ing a block each could be beautified with 
trees, shrubs, flower garrlaua and fount- 
ains and tbe whole city would enjoy 
them. Women and children who had s 
few boura' time for recreation would 
find theae parks a convenient and de- 
lightful retreat iu the summer time.1'

SAN- FRAN-CISCO, February S.—A party 


of Bcientiatf, consisting of Mesere. C, M. 

B, Droune of 
Hyde Park, Ma^s,, and Ii. H. Beck of 
this state, haa jnst returned from the 
South aeaa with several thousand vain- 
able specimens of strange birds, animals 
and reptiles, eome of which have never 
been eecured. 


The explorere were retained by the 


Frank Blake Webster Company of Hyde 
Park, Mass., naturalists, as the agents 
for Baron Rothschild. The expedition 
was fitted out principally in Boston, 
though the pea trip wai commenced 
from San Francisco, Eight months ago 
the explorers sailed from thia port in 
the schooner Ula and Mattin. which 
carried a crenr of nine men and the cap- 
tain, besides tlio four ecientieta.

An Aeaociated Frees dispatch from 


Ore«on City in regard to the drowning 
contains the following detaila of the ac- 
cident : 


For yeara George Freeman and hia 


aona bave worked at the paper mills on 
the west side of the river. The trip to 
and from their daily labor has been 
made by boat from the village Oanemah, 
on the eaat side. Tbe Freeman boya 
and Shannon are thoroiiKhly acquainted 
with the river, but the fog this morning 
deceived them. 


Shortly before S o'clock the five men 
,et as usual at their embarking point 


above the faila. Freeman Sr. waa at the 
oara, lie rowed along tho uaual course 
and headed for the weet bank oi thp 
river. The river ia not very hiph aud 
the current carried the boat further 
downstream than they suspected, in 
the deuee fop it waa not possible to lo- 
cate familiar aigna and the men had 
warning but the roaripR falla. 


Suddenly the boat eavu a wild lurch aa 


the main torrent atruckit. In tho same 
instant tbe men discovered that tho 
powerful current was carrying them 
down at a velocity that increased every 
second. 


Additional hands were put to the oarp 


and an attempt was made to pull out of 
tbe awirling, rushing stream, but it waa 
too late. It waa but n moment later 
that the boat plunged into tbe churning 
wavea of tho upper falls. The boat was 
caught and whirled around. 


George and Harry Freeman held faat 


to tbe boat, but the other three were 
ewept off and wero never seen again. 
Harry Freeman attempted to right the 
boat and hia brother, George, losing hi3 
hold, fell off and waa drowned a dozen 
yards from tho shore. 
None of tl 


bodies have been recovered.
